Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 29 - 48 and 53 - 56 (now renumbered 1 - 24, respectively) are allowed. 

4. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The closest prior teaches of an imaging device or camera connected to a computer or 
similar apparatus via a wired or wireless link such that the computer or similar apparatus may 
transmit packaged control data to the imaging device or camera and the imaging device or 
camera, in response to the received packaged control data, transmit packaged image information 
to the computer or similar apparatus, wherein the packaged control data includes control 
commands to move, position, initiate, and/or start the imaging device or camera and the 
packaged image information includes information relating to a captured scene. 

However, the closest prior art does not teach or fairly suggest accumulating commands 
generated by execution of an application program, the commands including an action command 
to cause an imaging device to perform an action and at least one set up command separate from 
the action command to set up the imaging device to perform the action; determining whether one 
of the commands generated by the execution of the application program is said action command; 
halting transmission of all of the accumulated commands to the imaging device in response to 
the determination that one of the commands is not the action command; and triggering 
transmission of all of the accumulated commands to the imaging device in response to the 
determination that one of the commands is the action command.
